Mrs. Smith Wins Maine GOP Nod 


PORTLAND, Me., Tuesday, June 22—(4)—Gov. Horace Hildreth 
early today conceded that U. S. Rep. Margaret C. Smith had de- 
feated him for the Republican Senate nomination in yesterday’s 
Maine primaries. 

Mrs. Smith, if elected, would be the nation’s second elected 
woman Senator. Her Democratic opponent in the September gen- 
eral election will be Dr. Adrian H. Scolten, of Portland. He was 
unopposed for the Democratic nomination. 

With more than half of the precincts unofficially tabulated, Mrs. 
Smith held almost a twoe-to-one lead over Gov. Hildreth and con- 
tinued steadily to forge ahead. 

Unofficial returns from 450: of 620 precincts gave Mrs. Smith 
36,573 votes to Hidreth’s 19,732. Former Gov. Sumner Sewall polled 
12,690, Albion P. Beverage 3,846. 

The tabulations represented every county in the State. Most 
returns were rural with a few city wards included.

The plank read like this as 
the meeting began: 

“Collective bargaining is an ob- 
ligation as well as a right, apply- 
ing to workers and employers, and 
the fundamental right_to strike is 
subordinate only to paramount 
considerations of public health 
and safety. Government's 
function in this field is to 
good will, encourage co-operation, 
and where resort is had to inter- 
vention, to be impartial, prevent- 
ing violence and requiring obedi- 
ence to all law by all parties in- 
volved.

Sheriff James N. Long, of Cgn- 
tra Costa County, said at least two 
men were killed in the explosion 
here. It occurred just before shift 
changing time at 4:43 p. m. (EST). 
The concussion, was felt 20 miles 


away. 

“We are finding fragments of 
their bodies, now,” he said. “Three 
other men were seen walking 
away from the building in a dazed 
fashion.” 

They disappeared in the rapidly 
gathering crowd. 

The Kelvin blasts were heard 
and felt as far away as New York 
City and Long Island, 50 miles 
from the sprawling high explo- 
sives plant in North Central New 
Jersey. Concussion broke windows 
and shattered dishes in the little 
town and sent terrified residents 
scurrying into the streets. 

There were 400 men working at 
the time in the plant’s some dozen 
buildings scattered dver several 
hundred acres. But none of the 
other workmen received injuries 
that. required hospitalization. The 
death toll was held down by pre 
cautions taken against accidents.

PHILADELPHIA — One would not 
have known, hearing the keynote address 
by Illinois’ Gov. Green at last night’s ses- 
sion of the Republican National Conven- 
tion, that Franklin D. Roosevelt has been 
dead for more than three years now. 

Six times on one page, Gov. Green 
lashed out at the “New Deal,” railing bit- 
terly against social reforms, the contro- 
versies concerning which one had thought 
buried long before their instigator. 

Moreover, departing publicly for the 
first time from support to the bipartisan 

foreign policy which the party has ef- 
fected since the beginning of the war, the 
Republican keynoter attacked Roosevelt 
diplomacy and Sec. Marshall’s recent di- 
rection of the State Department. 

The whole tenor of the speech was of 
carping criticism. Little of a constructive 
nature was proposed. Calculatedly eva- 
sive statements such as, “The Republican 
President and Republican Congress will 
deal realistically with the problems of 
housing, of the strengthening of Social 
Security, and of the full protection of the 
public health without resort to the dreary 
and. inadequate regimentation of State 
medicine,” would have seemed more sin- 


Shortsighted Leadership? 


Through the machinery of the Taft- 
Hartley Act a threatened strike of the na- 
tion’s maritime workers has been averted 
at least temporarily. 


In fact, the spectacle of President Tru- 
man denouncing the labor law from po- 
litical rostrums even while reaching be- 
hind to sign directives setting Its processes 
in motion has become a common paradox 
in this election year. 


At a time when about half their num- 
ber are unemployed due to the tough com- 
petition American shipping interests are 
having against foreign operators, the mari- 
time unions are’asking raises which would 
bring the basic wage of an able seaman 
from the present $204 to $220 monthly. 
They also are asking a 40-hour week in- 
stead of a 48-hour week and continuation 
of the hiring hall system by which the 
union determines who shall have jobs. 


Regardless of whatever merits may lie 
in these claims, the essential fact is that 
high operating costs have forced a steady 
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cere had the Republican Congress, just 
adjourned, not steadfastly refused for 
two years to enact such progressive legis- 
lation as Federal aid to education and the 
Taft-sponsored housing bill. 

One cannot escape the conclusion, 
from the keynote address at any rate, that 
the Old Guard is back in contro] of the 
Republican party and its strategy is 
again to run against Roosevelt. 

Indeed, so widespread is this convic- 
tion that the stanchly Republican New 
York Herald Tribune, which labels the 
recent blundering of the GOP Congres- 
sional leadership as combining “an in- 
credible stupidity with a colossal] breach 
of faith,” has called upon the convention 
to state the party’s will to progress in un- 
mistakable language and name a man 
who by his consistent actions has demon- 
strated a willingness to do so. 

‘There is a chance, of course, that the 
rank and file of delegates will revolt from 
the bosses and demand 32 enlightened 
platform and a progressive candidate. 

But there was no escaping the thought, 
hearing the keynote speech of Gov. Green, 
that he must have relied heavily on West- 
brook Pegler for aid in writing it.—J. T. 


decline in the American merchant marine 
since the war. And the number of jobs 
has decreased along with it. 

Because of inability to compete with 
the low operating costs of foreign vessels, 
the number of U. S. ships on the high seas 
has dropped from 2,524 craft to 1,773 with- 
in the past 12 months, a decrease of more 
than 29 percent. 

Most other costs are about equal, but 
American shipowners pay able seamen a 
basic $204 against $170 for Canadians, $96 
for Englishmen, $74 for Norwegians, $112 
for Greeks and $65 for Argentine sailors. 
Shipowners claim that the average able 
seaman actually earns about $301 month- 
ly, the overage coming from overtime on 
Sundays, bonuses and other extras. This 
is in addition, of course, to living expenses 
while aboard ship. 

The public can, only wonder if the 
maritime workers are not being deluded 
by shortsighted leadership into pursuing 
policies which will destroy the jobs of a 
large portion of their number.

Taft-Dewey Duel Claims Spotlight 


PHILADELPHIA, June 21—Meeting for the first time with any real hope of victory in 16 long 


years, the Republican National Convention got away to a flying start Monday in an atmosphere of 


great uncertainty as to the nominee of the party for President. 


Beneath the surface of the outward calm and 
jubilation of the 1,094 delegates a furious battle 
of wits was raging between the forces of Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, and Sen. Rob- 
ert A. Taft, of Ohio, the two foremost contend- 


ers for the party prize. 

Reports of trading by the managers of the 
two rival leading candidates for support from 
this delegation or that fell as fast as snowflakes 
in the wintry blasts of Alaska. 

Taft and Dewey managers have been forced 
to keep up a rapid pace through the knowledge 
that if their candidates fail to make the grade 
after the initia) series of ballots, the Conven- 
tion is sure to turn to one of a group of other 
willing contenders who will be waiting for 
lightning to strike in their locality. 

As a sample of some of the reports, Dewey 
leaders Monday night were said to be concen- 


trating on the big [Illinois delegation of 56 mem- | 


bers, third largest of all the States. The Illinois 
group is backing the State’s Chief Executive, 
Gov. Dwight Green, as a favorite son, with Sen. 
Taft counted to get the bulk of the delegates 
once they are released for genera] purposes. But 
the Dewey managers are reported be dickering 
with Green to have him accept second place on the 
ticket with the New York Governor. 

If a deal of that kind could be struck, it not 
only would be a disastrous blow to Sen. Taft, 
but it would be a tremendous psychological ad- 
vantage to Gov. Dewey in the drive to push him 
over at the start. 

Dewey would then be in position of needing 
perhaps only a hundred votes or so to command 
the nomination. He would be in splendid posi- 
tion trade for these among the estimated 400 
or mére delegates who came to the convention 
uncommitted except for favorite sons and who 
are usually tempted to follow a winner.

War II—and then in 1944, the last GOP National 
Convention was held shortly after the invasion 
of Normandy by British and American troops, 
another time of great crisis. 


At none of these conventions did the Re- 
publicans have more than a slim hope of victory. 
The handwriting of Democratic success glared 
ominously on the walls of the Convention Hall. 


But today the situation is reversed. There is 
hardly a delegate in attendance on the present 


convention who is not fully convinced that the 


party will elect its candidate to be selected here 
this week.

There is sand there now: the wide stretches 
of desert where Abraham and his children tended 
their flocks. ... 


And where once the mighty cedars of Lebanon covered the hills 
to supply wood for ships and temples, there are eight or nine sad 
old trees, broken by time and wind, a fence keeping the vandals 
and the public away from them. They are like old men on a poor- 
house lawn. 

Looking at both of these sights two years ago, with the echoes 
of the last gun of the second great war still in the air, and the 
guns of the Holy Land poised and ready, | struggled to remember 
a poem by Shelley.. It is called “Ozymandias” and it is in every 
collection of poetry worth the having: 


“] met a traveler trom an antique land 

Who said: Two vast and trunkless legs of stone 
Stand in the desert. Near them, on the sand, 
Half sunk, a shattered visage lies, whose frown 
And wrinkled lip and sneer of cold command 
Tell that its sculptor wel! those passions read 
Which yet survive, stamped on these lifeless things, 
The hand that moked them, and the hand that fed; 
And on the pedestal these words appear: 

‘My name is Ozymandias, King of Kings: 

Look on my works, ye mighty, and despair!’ 
Nothing else remains. Round the decay 

Of that colossal] wreck, boundless and bare 

The lone and level] sands stretch far away.” 


I have been reading history by a man called Arnold J. Toyn- 
bee. He is having a vogue. All other historians in his field are 
keeping quiet with the exception of two who are hitting back very 
feebly. He writes of the great empires which ruled great re 
gions—and vanished. 


R . You think of Ozymandias when you read him. You re- 
uns member the sand: where grasses once grew. You re- 
member how the look of Greece caught at your throat, with her 
skies reflecting the greenish blue of the seas, and the white ruins 
on her hills, and you seeing how most of her soil was gone and 
she hungry and desperate, but her people wonderful -so wonderful 
you wanted to crv over them. You remember the long flights into 
Ankara, Turkey and the barren stretches of hills and the rows of 
acacia trees planted in the new town, watered every day, and the 
story of how Ataturk hanged a man who cut down one of his 
treasured trees. Once the hills were all giant trees. 

Toynbee writes of the 20 civilizations which have flourished 
on our earth ...and which have died out, leaving their ruins and 
their lessons, which almost no one heeds. Each civilization, strong 
in promise and numbers and materials, used them up and died 
out as they sought more land and were repelled or taken captive 
and destroyed. 


S * One can stand on the rock-ribbed hills of Syria and the 
yria Holy Land and see the traces of old terraces that were 
there in Bible times, and before. There are old Roman ruins and 
roads which are high above the level] they once served. 

Fairfield Osborne writes in “Our Plundered Planet” of the 100 
cities of North Syria. Once there was rich brown earth on lime- 
stone. There were forests. The cities prospered. Now, the rich 
brown earth is gone. The cities remain as ruins, standing starkly 
on their rock foundations, their doorways many feet above the 
foundation stones. Here and there some of the brown soil re- 
mains, caught in pockets, and vines and stunted olive trees grow 
from them. These vines and trees, and the grain of the terraces 
and wood from the forest, were once the wealth of the cities. 

We We, too, are strong. But already we are restive. ‘There 
is not enough lumber We are cutting trees twice as 

fast as we plant them. We cut 100 trees and plant 40, the surveys 

show. Oil is getting short. Our rivers still run red with our soil. 

All over the old world there are vast areas which testify to 
man’s carelessness and his greed.

Somewhere in your town is a young man who saw India and 
China. Ask him about the millions who live out ‘their lives and 
never know a ful] stomach for as much as one day. 


Great 
eal cities, among them Los Angeles and Louisville, are 
already in trouble for water. In our own West the cattle men 
still blindly seek more public land to graze despite the lessons of 
over-grazing. 

The great floods of the Pacific Coast, which region still is bury- 
ing its dead, are a part of the bill of costs of erosion.

The Government experts say that soil losses from all U. S. lands, 
based on actual measurements, total the staggering amount of 
5,400,000,000 tons annually.

In fact, I never heard 
of the man. But one Ralph M. Jones signs a 
letter which appeared in the Boston (Mass.) 
Herald on June 9. The letter speaks for itself and it voices thoughts 
which have, in my opinion, been overlong unsaid. 

“So many brickbats have recently been flung at the British, 
especially on the Palestine issue, that it would seem to me a good 
thing, in the interests of international amity and good sportsman- 
ship, that a word should be said in their favor, though I could 
wish that a more important voice than mine might say it. 
in mind especially those patient Tommies who at long last are 
delightedly packing their duffel bags to go home. 

“Only a few Sundays ago Walter Winchell spoke on the radio 
of the British soldiers in Palestine as standing ‘knee-deep’ in Jew- 
ish blood. It is an understatement to say that Mr. Winchell, when 
he made that assertion, was standing knee-deep in gross and viru- 
lent exaggeration, and yet lt have heard no voice raised, either on 
the radio or in the press, to question his words. 

“Suppose a newscaster had made the opposite statement that 
the Jews of Palestine were standing knee-deep in British blood, 
there woule have been a thunder of protest all over this country, 
while the shrill cry of ‘anti-semitism’ would have reverberated to 
high heaven. And yet, in all reason, that statement would have 
been far truer than the one Mr. Winchell made.

A Ghost at the Convention * 


PHILADELPHIA—-There is an unseen guest at this Republican convention 
who is proving quite irritating. He is especially annoying because Republicans 
were sure not so long ago that this particular ghost had been laid and could 
not possibly rise up to haunt them. This irritating specter is the man in the 


White House over in Washington. 


He caused the trouble by taking a trip about 


the country and telling the people about the Eightieth Congress, managed and directed by Republi- 


cans. Harry Truman made the Eightieth Congress news. Consequently, since it is news, Republican 
candidates for the nomination found themselves confronted here with questions about the Eightieth 


Congress during those numerous press confer- 
ences that are held, one after another, at national 
conventions. It was a discordant note, for such 


press conferences are not supposed to be for 
such purposes at all, but to promote the candida- 
cies of the aspirants, to make claims and show 
themselves to best advantage. 


Nor was it any help te Republicans that 
the front page stories of the opening of their 
convention. which should be a jolly sort of 
affair divorced from such _ realities, were 
overshadowed by the stories of the wallow of 
confusion in which their Congress finally 
wound up its work and the slapdash way 
they compromised and patched up vital legis- 
lation just to get something on the books. 

While Republicans have tried to scoff at the 
President’s tell-the-country-about-Congress tour 
and say that he should better have stayed at 
home and tended to his business, the hectic 
windup of Congress,’ with so many things left 
undome, has very nearly proved everything he 
said. He could have done nothing by- remain- 
ing in Washington, because it is the Republi- 
cans’ Congress, not his. The Republicans told 
him that in action after action refuting measures 
for which he stood. Al] he could do, in such a 
case, was to tel] the people it is their Congress, 
too, though lots of people in Congress seem to 
forget that. 

Among others, it was somewhat embarrassing 
for Gov. Dewey, of New York, who has nothing 
to do with Congress, to be put on the pan about 
Congress and its record almost at the very start 
of the monster press conference he held on his 
errival, though it must be said he carried it off 
with his usual] eclat. 

In two years, so he said, Congress has made 
“a remarkable record.” His emphasis was on 
what he called “a momentous peace program” 
for which he gave Republicans credit. He praised 
the way Republicans had “prodded” the Admin- 
istration in the field of foreign affairs to stop 
it from “wobbling.” Likewise, Republicans had 
started to rebuild our defenses, he said. 


‘In the field of domestic affairs he was a 
bit put to it. Congress finally had passed a hous- 
ing ‘vill, but he was not sure of the terms. It 
had vassed - farm bill, but he did not know in 
just what final form. He mentioned also the 
legislation to restore balance between manage 
ment and labor, without naming the Taft-Hart- 
‘ey Act. 

Many reporters who sat before him in the 
gaudy ballroom headquarters had witnessed, 
“firsthand, the attempt of Republican leaders in 
the House to cut down European Recovery Pro- 
gram appropriations and the effort in the House 
to wreck the reciprocal tariff program, both vital 
and key measures in the “peace program.” Like- 
wise, they had watched Republican leaders tear 
up the housing bill so that it was a sham and a 
fake, until Sen. Taft, of Ohio, cried aloud about 
this sabotage. 

A Negro reporter brought up another embar- 
rassing matter when he asked Gov. Dewey what 
he thought of the record of the Eightieth Con- 
gress on civil liberties. The Governor replied 
merely that » start had been made which the 
next Republican Administration would finish. 

It is clear from what goes on here that 
Truman has done something for the 


favors strong international co-operation. This 
element finally won its battle for ade- 
quate ERP appropriations in Congress, 
against considerable odds, so that the lead- 
ers here now can take that as the record and 
go from there in the platform, despite the 
still potent “nationalist” wing. 


For another, the President strengthened the 
hands of Republican Party progressives who are 
in favor of social welfare measures by pointing 
out the failures of the Eightieth Congress in this 
field. This seems to assure strong pledges on this 
field in the platform, even though it can do little 
more than repeat platform pledges of 1944 that 
have not been carried out.

PHILADELPHIA, June 21—There was a 
sense of history being made in the great audi- 
torium here today. 

More than at any other time in the record of 
our nation the decisions made and the candidates 
nominated here will serve to mold future events 
affecting directly and powerfully not only the 
people and interests of this nation, but those of 
the entire world. 

Not since the great days of the Roman Em- 
pire, when the actions and decisions of a few 
men reached the edges of the desert, the jungle 
and the ocean, has any great convention of people 
been charged with so heavy a responsibility. 

The thousands of delegates and spectators: 
in the huge auditorium appear to be aware of 
this 


They also seem to believe that the nomination 
of any candidate for President is equivalent to 
election in November. 

There is a feeling of confidence, optimism and 
victory in evidence everywhere which has not 
been seen at a Republican Convention in years. 


It is so strong that you feel you could squeeze it | 


out of the air. 

The auditorium itself has a “new look,” for 
it is the first time in history that the proceedings 
of a great convention are being transferred by 
television. 

The balconies are encircled with huge high- 
powered lights which do nothing to lower a tem- 
perature which already is beginning to attain 
traditional convention heights. 

Outside it is hot and inside the temperature 
threatens to equal that of the 1944 Republican 


Convention in Chicago when the Democratic co- 
horts of Mayor Kelly turned off the air-condi- 
tioning system. : 

In the press box, which shares the brilliant 
glare with the platform and speakers’ box, most 
reporters rapidly began to develop spots before 
their eyes and rushed out to purchase the sun 
glasses with which the brass hats were already 
provided. 

The proceedings of the first morning in- 
cluded nothing unusual in the record of opening: 
proceedings. There was some old-fashioned ora- 
tory and “the peepul” were frequently men- 
tioned. 

There is a feeling about that the Republican 
Party i in need of new and younger blood. 
One encounters it everywhere, even in the most 
conservrtive quarters. 

The convention is certain to produce some 
new timber, for even in the optimism and confi- 
dence that is evident everywhere, there is also 
evidence of a feeling that new and revitalizing 
points of view and actions are necessary to as- 
sured and continued victory. 

And it is true that some of the old war- 
horses who dominated the Republican Conven- 
tions of 1944 and 1940 are beginning to look 
a little gray and shaky. 

One encounters them in elevators and hotel 
lobbies and the sight of them is in itself an 
indication that the years do pass and that times 
do change.

a Eisenhower a Club Over the GOP Head 


PHILADELPHIA—The stage is set here for the final struggle between the isolationists and men 


of the Vandenberg school, 


between the backward-looking and modern-minded Republicans. 


The 


issues have been made brutally plain by the recent behavior of the leaders of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The situation is too uncertain, moreover, to rule out altogether an isolationist victory, 
in the form of the nomination of Sen. Robert A. Taft, or Speaker Joseph W. Martin, or even Sen. 


John Bricker. 

The curious thing is the gigantic risk these 
Republicans are willing to take in order to in- 
sure domination of their party by men and ideas 
of the vintage of 1920. For the isolationists 
may hope for victory. Yet offstage, in the wings, 
there lurks a figure whose emergence could turn 
victor: into dust and ashes in the isolationists’ 
mouths. That figure, of course, is Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. : 

There is a lot of rather futile gossip here at 
Philadelphia about Republicans who still desire 
to draft Gen. Eisenhower as a Republican candi- 
date. Such tdlk is foolish, because Gen. Eisen- 
hower will not conceivably accept a Presidential 
nomination while any alternative exists. If a 
movement to draft Eisenhower got anywhere at 
this convention, which it almost certainly will 
not, Gen. Eisenhower could be expected to tell 
the Republicans to name instead Sen. Arthur H. 
Vandenberg, for whom he entertains a deep ad- 


miration. 


A very different situation will arise, 
however, if the present convention chooses 
Taft or Martin or Bricker as its standard 
bearer. If the ensuing Democrati conven- 
tion did not set aside Harry S. Truman, the 
country would then have to choose between 
Truman and an isolationist. The election of 
an isolationist to lead the United States 
would become a clear possibility—in the case 
of Sen. Taft, perhaps even a probability. As 
anyone can discover from his statements for 
the record, Gen. Eisenhower passionately 
believes that reversion to isolationism will 
imperil the survival, not of the United States 
alone but of the whole free world. 


It is true that Gen. Eisenhower has formally 
removed himself from consideration. It is even 
an open secfet that some time ago he told certain 
close friends he would never accept the Demo- 
cratic nomination, no matter how repugnant the 
Republican nominee. But this was when it 
seemed reasonably likely that President Truman 
could defeat an isolationist. Now the picture has 
changed... It is difficult to believe that a man 
of Eisenhower’s character would stand idly by 
while the country he has served so superbly took 
a road he regards as certain to lead to total dis- 
aster. 

There is also a good deal of more factual 
evidence which should be considered. When 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., came out for Eisen- 
hower, for example, the White House sent a 
message to the General asking him to remove 


himself from the Democratic race as he had 
from the Republican. The argument pressed 
upon him was strongly appealing—that at that 


. time, when the Italian election impended, it was 


vital in Eurape to give an impression of Ameri- 
- unity behind Truman. Yet Eisenhower kept 
ent. 

There are excellént reasons for suspecting 
that he kept silent because he thought that his 
granting the President’s request would embolden 
the Republicans to name an isolationist. The 
danger of an isolationist Republican being chosen 
is also the main motive of a number of Demo- 
crats who are now working night and day to 
prevent their own party’s convention from being 
sewed up in advance for Truman. 

Among these men, Sen. Lister Hill, former 
Rep. Joseph Casey, of Massachusetts, and the 
younger Roosevelt have all been distinctly effec- 
tive. Truman now has less than 250 Democratic 
votes decisively committed to him. Several dele- 
gations, such as Minnesota’s, have already re- 
fused any commitment, with the situation en- 
visioned here specifically in mind. Even posi- 
tively committed delegates, like a large group 
in California, are known to be ready to abstain 
from voting if Eisenhower’s name is placed in 
nomination with any assurance of his acceptance. 


Would he ever grant such assurance? 
Clearly, nothing on earth will induce him to 
become the Democratic nominee if Vanden- 
berg or Dewey or Stassen or Earl Warren 
is chosen by the Republicans. Perhaps to- 
day he thinks that nothing on earth will 
make him accept the Democratic nomina- 
tion, even if Taft or Martin or Bricker is 
successful at this convention. 


But Eisenhower cannot today imagine the 
pressure that would then be placed on him. The 
pressure would come, not from the interested 
politicians for whom he has little respect, but 
from the American people whom he has served 
all his life. He would be asked to stand, not as 
a party man, which he would hate, but as a 
leader of the people above party, which he prop- 
erly is. It is still likely that the forward-looking 
Republican majority will defeat the backward- 
lookers. But if the backward-lookers win, these 
correspondents would like to venture the pre- 
diction that the drafting of Eisenhower by the 
Democrats would become a good fifty-fifty bet. 
And this is very definitely not irrelevant to the 
contest now in progress here.

Preferences for French ways 
and means are obvious in 
many other instances here in 
Santiago. The city itself is 
like a piece of Paris set down 
in a hollow of the towering 
Andes. French is spoken as

marks a Parisian anywhere in 
the world. : 

Even the men seem to have 
peacock complexes.
